The Japanese, whose civilization was 


old before onrs began, have produced 
beautiful examples of the swordmaker's 
art. Tho Japanese nobleraan carried his 
swords as the insiguia of his rank, 
flo 


wore one on each side, thrust into the 
folds of his sash. 


Theso swords have been handed down 


as heirlooms from father to sou, and it 
was not nnusnal for families of ancient 
lineage to havo as many as 1,500 of 
them—marvels of costly and artistic 
workmanship—in their possession. Tho 
scabbards are richly lacquered and 
bound about with u silken cord iu a 
curious pattern. The blade is curved, 
and the round guard is pierced to car- 
ry a small dagger. 
This guard, called 


a tsuba, is decorated with curious de- 
signs, and so great is the ingenuity of 
the Japanese metal workers that among 
tho thousands of swords they havo pro- 
duced it is impossible tofiiid two guards 
exactly alike. They are prized so highly 
by collectors that large sums of rr-on&y 
havo been paid frequently for an an- 
tiruo sword, only that it might- bo ruth- 
lessly torn apart to secure the guard.—

The remains of William P. Good- 


man, 
the German machinist who 


committed suicide at tne Nnrmandie 
Hotel last Friday night, were in- 
terred In Woodlawn cemetery this 
morning. The funeral services were 
neither imposing nor largely attended, 
but. the remarks made by Rev. J. H. 
Bollards, of Trinity M. E 
church, 


woo conducted the services, were ap 
propriate and impressive and the 
small crowd of workingmen who were 
present felt repaid for their chant: b'e 
act, of giving the remain? a Christian 
burial, when Rev. Eethards devoted 
his funeral sermon tn the eulogy of 
the fraternal feeling existing in the 
hearts of the machinists, made ap- 
parent by their burial of the suicide's 
remains." 


The services were brief and after 


all had taken a last view of the re- 
mains Undertaker Grosjean closed 
the casket and the cortege moved to 
Wooolawn cemetery, where the re- 
mains were lowered to their final 
resting place 


There was not a relative of the de- 


ceased or even an intimate acquaint- 
ance, in attendance at the funeral 
Nothing has been heard frota the 
brother, Chris Goodman, of Rankin 
Station, Pa , since be telegrached 
the information that he had no raon 
ey with which to bury the body, and 
so far as known, the aged parents 
and the sister living in Germany, 
know nothing of the death 
Rev
